The information on the other side was given to me by relatives who lived or 
had lived in Shreveport, La., that is the order of the children. From Caddo 
Parish court records, marriages records and cemetery records, I have been able 
to add to the information. 


I do not feel that the order of the children are in the correct order and I 
think that the Roderick that married Mary Ann McDonald could very easily 

be Peter's son by his first marriage. I have court papers of the settlement 
of his estate in Caddo Parish, La. in which the other Roderick speagks of him 
as his brother and calls him Roderick Senior. 


On your chart you had Dr. Peter Nicholson as Junior. I have thought of that 
many times but at no time have I ever seen where he was a Junior. I have 
Courtrecords from Caddo Parish of the settlement of his estate and nowhere is 
he ever mentioned as being Jr. In September of 1984 I dad a chance to go to 
La. and saw his tombstone and also that of Candace Taylor Nicholson. 


In the chart you sent you have that Roderick who married Mary Ann McDonald 

was born in 1802. Where did you receive this information? You also said that 
he went to Texas. He and Hugh :McDonald and some other Mcdonalds went to Texas 
and received papers giving them so long to move their families to Texas. I 
have all the papers that the Texas Land office has and thete never was any 
grant ever made to them and in 1837 Roderick and his family was in Noxubee Co., 
Miss. with or near the Hugh McDonald family. Hugh McDonald was from Perry Co., 
probably the part that was in Greene Co. before Perry Co. was organized. He 
died in Noxubee Co., Miss. I have a copy of his Will. Roderick and Mary Ann 
McDonald came to Caddo Parish, La. sometime after 1837 and he died there about 
1840. I have a copy of his estate settlement. Mary 4nn then married a Zohn D. 
Ford in 1842 and she died I believe in 1851 in DeSoto Parish, La. 


In regard to Peter Nicholson from Scotland the earliest records I have been 
able to locate him was in the War of 1812 from Washington Co., Miss. Territory, 
then in 1816 he bought land from the St. Stephens Land office in Ala. in 
Greene Co., Miss. I am sure this was in what became Perry Co. Then I have a 
court revord that indicates he was dead by or before 1820 and also records of 
Malcolm McSwain and Margaret Nicholson as administrator and Administrix of 

his Estate in 1822. 


I have always thought that Alexander Nicholson could be Peter's son born in 
Scotland. As soon as Jasper Co., Miss. was opened up for settlement, Alexander 
and Daniel Nicholson left Perry Co. and secured land grants in Jasper Co., 
Alexander stayed in Jasper Co. but Daniel and Candace sold their land in 
Jasper Co. in 1837 and the next I find of Daniel is that he was one of the 
pioneer grand jurors in Caddo Parish in 1840. I assume he was there at least 

a year or so at least to be well enough known to be on the grand jury. 


In your chart you also say that Margaret was the daughter odMalcolm McSwain. 
Where did you get this information? The Malcolm McSwain I know about did not 
sell his land and leave Marlboro Co., S.C. until 1819, about the time of 
Peter Nicholson's death also this Malcobm was not old enough to have been 
Margaret's father. I have a copy of a Will of a Malcolm McSwain from Marion 
Co., S.C. in which he named a daughter Margaret but I have not been able to 
make any connection.

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Nichalsons of Wayne County, Mississippi 


The immigrant ancestors of the Wayne Co. Nicholsons were Donald 
“Daniel” McNicol and his wife Katherine McArthur. Donald is thought to 
be the son of Donald and Ann McNicol of Glenorchy, Argyishire, Scotland. 
Donald and his family arrived on the ship "Jupiter” at the port of Wil- 
mington, N.C. in the fall of 1775. His children were: 


1. John b. 1769 4. Mary b. 1775 
2. Nicholas b. 1770 © 3, Margaret b. in NC 
3. Archibald b. 1773 6. Duncan b. in NC (no data} 


This family lived in NC for a time where their surname was changed to 
Nicholson. There are several Donald/Daniel Nicholson families living in 
NC during this time, so I have not been able to identify this family. By 
1790 the family had moved to Chesterfield Co., SC. Archibald is listed in 
161@ SC with 3 sons and 1 daughter. John is not listed and may have 
stayed in NC. Nicholas married Catherine Wilkinson and by 185@ was liv- 
ing in Jasper Co., MS where he died. Mary is Known to have married John 
Pitts but it is not known where she lived. Margaret married Angus Mor- 
rison and this is probably the same couple who migrated toa Hinds Co., MS. 


By 1812 Archibald and John are living in Wayne Eoa.; Archibald in the 
Buckatunna area on Thompson’s Creek and John on the Chicasawhay. There 
is a Rev. John Nicholson who is listed in the MS Territory earlier who 
might be this same John. In 1816 John has 3 sons and 2 daughters; in the 
182@ State census he has 1 son and 2 daughters; and by 183@ he is hving 
in Hancock Co., M&S. Archibald still has anly 4 children in 1816. 


The 182@ State census Lists an additional young married Nicholson 
man; Archibald "Ir? with two daughters. This is the only time he is lhsted 
and it is unknown what happened to him. He is probably the son af John. 
In the 162@ Federal census there is an additional young boy living with 
Archibald Sr. and several of the Nicholsons disappear between the taking 
of the 1826 Federal and State census. It is possible that there was an 
epidemic of some Kind from which several died and children were sent to 
live with maternal relatives; or that some migrated to other areas 
although I have not been able to find them. 


In 183@ there seems to be a widowed son and young grandson living 
with Archibald Sr. I presume this to be Archibald’s son, Daniel, and 
Daniels son. There is also listed widowed John Nicholson “Ur? b ca. 
18@5 with a young son. This is the only time he is seen and I presume 
that he is a son of 4rchibald’s who died soon after this census. 


In 183@ there are 2 Nicholson boys under ten years of age living in 
Hayne Co. who have lost their mother, Qne of them is Benjamin Elijah 
Nicholson 6b. 1828. I do not know who the other boy was. 


PASCAGOU 
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Tt is known that one Daniel Nicholson married Anna Agnes, the 
Gaughter of Moses Sumerall of Clarke Co., MS and died soon afterwards. 
Anna remarried to John Sprinkle and resided in Jackson Co., M5. I 
Presume this Daniel to be the son of John Sr. Since John Sr. moved to 
the Gulf Coast, I presume that his surviving children went also. 


In 1846 there appears the last son of Archibald Sr., Alexander with 1 
son and 3 daughters. The tax rolis between 1832 and 1844 show that 
Archibald Sr. died in 1835/36 and Alexander in 1840/41. They also prove 
‘that Daniel and Alexander were sons of Archibald. In 1844 Daniel was the 
guardian of Alexander’s minor heirs and agent of the John Kelly estate. 
The 185@ census of Jasper Co., MS shows a Daniel Nicholson b. 1849 
living with William McLendon. I feel that this Daniel was a member of the 
Wayne Co. family living with his maternal grandparents. The ages of the 
boy and 3 girls living in 185@ Wayne Co. with Daniel Nicholson b. 18@3 are 
the correct ages to be Alexander’s children. 


In 1850, the only Nicholsons living in Wayne Co. are the families of 
Daniel and Benjamin Elijah. “Lige” died of measels while serving in the 
Confederate army leaving 5 young children. His wife, Mary Matilda Hol-— 
ley, remarried to James Miller and is buried in Covington Co., MS, 
Lige and his Presumed father, Daniel, are buried in the Hollis Creek 
cemetery in Wayne Co. 


I feel that the preceeding data identifies Archibald Srvs sons as 
being John, Daniel & Alexander. His daughter was Margaret, the wife of 
Harrison Sumrall Harrison and Margaret were living in Wayne Co, in 1830 
and they moved to Clarke Co., MS shortly thereafter where they are 
listed in the 185@ census. Harrison and Margaret both died by 1860 and 
the 3 youngest children were then taken into the home of Daniel 
Nicholson. 


I do not know who any of the early Wayne Co. Nicholsons married or 
what happened to many of them I have not been able to prove that Lige, 
my direct ancestor, was the son of Daniel although it appears that he 
was. I would also like to know the relationship between Daniel Nicholson 
and John Kelly. If anyone can add, correct or prove any of the above 
information, Please contact:

To uy disappointment, no War of 1812 bounty land or pension claims 
seem to have been filed by any Nicholsons who look to be connected to 
the Moore Co. line (I finally received a reply from the National Archives, 
and have also been able to examine an index to claims that gives some 
identifying information). Thus this avenue appears to be closed to us. 
I then continued with the reading of the Hoore Co. Court Minutes, com- 
pleting Book B for Feb. 1830-Hay 1831. Wothing of great interest was 
found, but the following items were noted:

Feb. 1830 (B:291): Administration of...Duncan:MeIver decd. is 

granted to Daniel Nicolson who pave Bond in the sum of Bight Hundred 


Dollars with tMfalcom B. Curry, John Nicolson & Malcom McGilvery as 
Securities... ; 

Feb. 1830 (B:294): Ordered that the following hands work under 
John Douglas Overseer of the Road from the Chatham County line to 
Crooked Greek...Alexander Nicolson... 

Feb. 1830 (B:296): Ordered that James Tyson be appointed Overseer 
of the road Called Williamsons Bridge Road from Nicolsons to the County 
line... 

May 1830 .(82309)* n..SUPrérs to next County touri...Johh Niepleon... 

Aug. 1830 (B:314): ...Jurors who failed to Answer or Appear...

Wov. 1830 (B:327): Ordered that Miles Kelly be appointed Overseer 
of the road from Crooked Creek to Little River and have the following 
hands...John Nicolson...

At this point there is a ten year hiatus in the Moore Pleas and 
Quarter Sessions Minutes, bringing us up to 1841. It is still conceiv- 
able, though less probable, that a reference might be found to Duncan 
in these later Minutes, particularly if he had a brother who died without 
children. We have noted that Alexander Nicholson died on 29 April 1848. 

I located the original obituary in the Raleigh Register (weekly) for 

May 3, 1848, which reads "Died, in Hoore County, Mr. Alexander Nicholson, 
aged about 55 years." An obituary is also supposed to appear in the 
Biblical Recorder, a Baptist newspaper, of 6 May 1848, which I have not = 
yet been able to obtain. This would place Alexander's birth around 1793. 
Again it seems likely that he might be the additional male aged 16-26 in 


John's household in 1820. Zowever, he would not seem to be accounted 
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for in Daniel Sr.'s household in 1809, unless born by 1790 - and perhaps 
Alexander belonged to a different line. In 1840 Alexander's household 
included both a male aged 40-50 and one aged 50-60, 

On the chance that Alexander may have left property but not children 
I read the Minutes of April 1847-July 1849, but found no mention of 
probate. Omitting the road work and jury orders of this period, which 
are not of much interest to us, I did note the following references:

It may be worthwhile to continue search of the surviving Moore 
records. Possibly the Scottish records will provide the answer, if 
Duncan's baptism can ever be located. However, our chances of finding 
explicit proof in Moore of Duncan's parentage do not seem particularly 
good at this point. I hope that you will receive some informative 
replies from the Lee Co, Nicholsons. In the meantime, I will proceed 
at a limited pace.

of title. While Moore Co. records are in sorry shape, and Mr. Hollings- 


worth evidently did a lot of work, it appears that there is yet roon-

1) Locate Duncan, and Daniel's grants on a map (if this has not already 


been done): and determine their proximity to one another and to churches 


in the area. 

2) From what I can tell. fron the notes, it appears that fir, “Hela 
worth did not actually read through the Moore Court Minutes, but relied 
on the. index, which notes only law suits. Minutes of 1823-1830 may 
well contain other material of great interest to us, including records 
of probate settlements, proof of deeds and road work orders. The proofs 


of deeds sometimes describe the land conveyed, and so might reveal that 


Duncan inherited property. 7 would suyyest we read these at least 
through 1830, as the sales he made on his departure may not have been ~ 
recorded for several years. 
3) While Moore Co. deed books do not begin.until 1885, many earlier 
deeds were later re-recorded in the process of proving chains of title. 
These have apparently not been examined. 
4) Records of adjacent Chatham Co. should certainly be checked. 
Whether Duncan (and Daniel) came directly to Moore from Scotland 
a little before 1810 is open to question. The fact that they do not 
appear on the lists of British Aliens in the U.S. during the War of 
1812 suggests that they may have been here longer. I wonder if | 
Daniel Sr. of Moore might be the otherwise unidentified Daniel Nichol- 
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bn who was listed in 1800, over age 45, in Chesterfield District, 
S.C., near Angus Nicholson, with two, males of sic s age in his 
household. : 

Regarding the Blackmans it would appear ieely: that puhean 
Nicholson', wife was a sister of John Blackman of - ‘Moore Co., whose 
children married into several other Scottish families. a an not 
at all convinced that this John's parentage was correctly identified 
by Ida Kellam, given the evidence currently in hand. The Arthur 
Blackman connection may also be worth pursuing. With all the 
energy that has been expended on this family I am rather surprised 
to note that, apparently, no one has bothered to examine in detail 
the Johnston Co. bound estates dockets or the deeds there, either 
of which may give more concrete evidence of ae ee: cen EY of 
both William and Arthur Blackman's heirs. 

I will attempt to obtain Inverness and also the Inveraray 1775- 
1780 parish registers on microfiln, and also write for the War of 
1812 pension/bounty land warrant records. Regarding the latter I 
should note 1) they usually give no specific family data, 2) they 
will only exist for persons who lived past 1850. Therefore I would 
suggest that most of those you noted will likely be of little use. to 
you, and have for the present ordered only those (if they exist) for 
John Blackman and John Nicholson of Moore Co. If you still want the 
others we can of .course order them as well.

According to some accounts of the family, Angus McNicol/Nicholson 
and wife Annie McCall are said to huve come from Inverness. I suspect, 
however, that this is a mistake for Inveraray. In any case, I obtained 
part of the Inverness register, and searched the baptisms of 1743-1779 
(the marriages were not on this film). This is of excellent legibility. 
However, it mentions no MeNicols (or McCalls), and only a few Nicolsons, 
‘whose names are not particularly reminiscent of the McNicol line. I 
noted the following: 


1747, Nov. 14: Robert Nicolson mason and his spouse Elspet Dunbar had 
a Child bapd...Called Janet John Dunbar Nessr.. & Archd. Grahan 
Officer of Excise Wits. 

1761, Aug. 5: Alexr. Nicholson Masone and Marjory Ross his Spouse had

1761, Sept. 28: Charles Nicolson Currier and Isobel Thomson his spouse

1764, Aug. 16: Archabald Nicolson saylor and his spouse Margret Geddess 
had a Child Baptized by Nr. Alexander Fraser Called Alexander, 
William McIntosh and James Gibson witnesses. 

1765, Feb. 27: Charles Nicolson Tanner and his spouse Isabel Thornton 
had a child baptized by ifr. Robert Rose Called Stewart, Thomas 
Young and Samuel Ancrom witnesses. 

1765, Oct. 1: Archabald Nicolson Ventner and his spouse Anne Chisoln 
had a Child baptized by Hr.

The passenger list of the "Jupiter", 4 Sept. 1775, shows that 
Angus McNicol came from "Glennurch" (Glenorchy). I suspect that Angus 
was born in Glenorchy, where we find most all the given names of the 
Carolina Nicholsons, but the register there unfortunately does not 
commence until 1753 (I have read this in detail through 1775). Clearly, 
the numerous MeNicols in Glenorchy were closely connected to those in 
neighboring Inveraray, where we find the baptisms of some of Donald 
MeNicol's children. JI had previously read this register only through 
1775, and it seemed advisable to continue the search for several years, 


on the chance that our Duncan's bavtism might show up there. Through

Some further research in the records of neighboring parishes may 


well be valuable, particularly in the 1775-1800 Glenorchy register, 


which I have re-ordered. When I examined this register in the past while 


working for Mr. Cook I did make note of Duncan McNicol baptisms that 
are just about the right time for our Duncan: 


1777, Nov. 7: Dunean to Archd. iicNicol & Mary Fletcher. 
1778, June 9: Dun: to John Mctiicol, Croft Brackley. 


also: 
1769, June 15: Duncan & Alexr. to Donald MeMicol &-Ann McIntyre, Brackley. 


1774 (Jan?): Duncan son to John MacHicoll & Cath. “MacVean in Inver gin 
born the first Tuesday of this month & baptized the Thursday Cafter?). 


These records, three of which appear in your brother's article, 
may be significant as our Duncan named sons Archibald and John. It 
is my hope that further investigation of the Glenorchy register will 


enable us to learn more about these families. If our Dunean turns 


out to be not a son of Daniel Hicholson of Hoore Co. it seems quite 
likely that one of the above baptisms could refer to hin. 


II. Worth Carolina 


The War of 1812 pension applications, if they exist, have not 
yet arrived. As these may prove very helpful I have for the present 
pursued only a limited amount of additional North Carolina research.. 
First, I read the Moore Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions Minutes 
for Feb. 1793 - Nov. 1795 (where they break off), hoping to be able to 
document the hypothesized move of Arthur Blacknan to this county. Ho 
Blackman (or Nicholson) references were however found in these Minutes. 
I also searched the incompletely preserved Moore Co. Entry Taker's 
Returns of 1794-1809 without finding anything of interest. 

Finding church records in the Lee Co. area could be most helpful 
to us. Unfortunately, it appears most likely that the early Nicholsons 
here would have belonzed to Buffalo Presbyterian, organized in 1797, 


the records of which have burned. Rev. W. 5S. Lacy's "Buffalo Church 


Centenary Address" shows that various HMcIvers were early members, but 


mentions no Nicholsons. Records of Huphronia Presbyterian, set off 
from Buffalo in 1819, might also be of interest - but if these survive 
there is no copy at the Archives. fe 


Records of the possible brothers of Duncan Nicholson may yet 
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provide us with some important clues. Alexander Nicholson, as mentioned 
in my last report, died in Moore on 29 April 1848, and may have been 
childless (in which case an estate settlement might name his siblings). 
I checked Moore Gourt Minutes of April-July terms 1848, but found no 
mention of his estate. Further search here may be useful. I did note 
in July 18468 (69255)) "Henry Oldtem ve. John Nielalsen...d0rderass 
plaintiff...give security..." 

Peter Nicholson of Moore Co. married Mary teIver of Chatham Co. 
You are correct in noting that she was a daushter of John Ban McIver, 
and sister and heir of Daniel McIver (1774-1811). Peter was still in 
ifloore in 1840, but the iicIver senesalozy says he moved to Texas. His 
eldest son was John, born 1804, who married another Mary McIver. I 
was able to locate this John on the 1850 Census in San Augustine Co.,; 
Texas (p.332, copy enclosed), at which time he was living with his 
mother, Mary, widow of Peter Wicholson, who was aged 73, and a Margaret 
Nicholson, 30, likely his youngest, unmarried sister. The births of 
John's children indicate that he moved to Tennessee soon after his 
marriage, by about 1830, and on to Texas about 1836. The eldest son, 
Archibald, is said to have died in 1863, but his descendants are not 
traced in the McIver genealosy (for which information was apparently 
submitted by descendants of one of John's daughters). It might be 
worthwhile to try to locate descendants of this family to see what 
records and traditions they may preserve.

Te Moore Co. Land Grants 


I will start right off with the good news, which is that it now 
appears that Daniel Nicholson was in Moore Co. by 1798, and that his 
name may originally have been Donald McNicol. I have noted in Scottish- 
American families that the given name Donald often was translated to 
Daniel, just as McNicol became Nicholson. I was reexamining the land 
grants, in order to determine their location, when I came across one 
that had not previously been noted (Moore #1301, see photostats). The 
original entry for this tract was made by John McLennon on 6 Jan. 

1793, for 100 acres "On a Branch of the Governors Creek Known by the 
Name of Duncans Creek near the head of said Creek." This was near the 
border between modern Lee and Moore Co. (see maps enclosed). McLennon 
sold this entry to Donald Nicholson on 8 May 1798, This was surveyed 
for Donald on 29 Jan. 1798, with Keneth Murkison and Alen McLennon as 
chain bearers, and granted on 7 June 1799. 

Rechecking the 1800 Census we find that a Daniel McNicols is indeed 
listed in Moore Co., over age 45, with three other males at home (see 
copy enclosed). The names of those nearby on the Census, notably 
‘Andrew Cole and Daniel McIver, suggest that this man was in the western 
Lee Co. area. While this household does include a male of Duncan's 
age, we note that only three sons are here indicated, while I have 
suggested that there may have been five in the next generation. Of 
course, some of these sons might well have been out living and working 
in other households. Alternatively, some, but not all of the next 
generation of Nicholsons might have been Donald/Daniel's sons, while 
the others may have arrived separately. 

Locating the Nicholson land grants does not establish any close 
geographical proximity between Duncan and others of the family. 
Topographic maps covering most of modern Lee Co. are enclosed. The 
original purchased grant of Donald/Daniel Nicholson was near the border 
of modern Lee and Moore, on White Hill Quadrangle. While I have not 
specifically located this or the other tracts, I suspect that this was 
on the upper reaches of Big Governors Creek, where the tributaries 
of this creek come close to those of Pocket Creek, or else on the 
waters of Little Governors Creek, which forms the Moore-Lee boundary. 
This tract that Daniel owned likely adjoined lands later obtained by 
Peter Nicholson. Peter on 9 Nov. 1820 made an entry for 50 acres on 
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9 Nov. 1820 made an entry for 50 acres on Little Pocket Creek (White 
Hill Quad.), joining Roderick Murchison (bought of Thomas Gilmore), 
Josiah Tyson and Mary Nicholson (#2578, copies enclosed). Josiah Tyson 
apparently owned several tracts in this area. I located a grant to 
him (which is apparently not exactly the same one that joined Peter's 
grant), that was entered 4 Nov. 1817 and issued 17 Dec. 1819 for 100 
acres on Little Governors Creek (#2480, see copy). This joined two 
of his other tracts and Daniel Nicholson. This further suggests that 
| Daniel (Sr.) died a little before 1820, that Mary Nicholson was his 
widow, and that Peter was one of his sons. . 

The two Daniel Nicholson (Jr.?) grants of 1814-1818 (#2251 and 
2425; I believe you have copies) were a few miles to the east of 
this land, on Mulatto Branch of Little Juniper, on Sanford Quadrangle 
(enclosed), adjacent and to the east of the Pocket Creek drainage. 
John Nicholson's grant of 1817/19 (#2474) was north of and between 
these, on Raccoon Creek, a tributary of Pocket Creek, found on both 
the Sanford and White Hill Quadrangles. References to Alexander 
Nicholson's land on Little River probably refer to Upper Little 
River, into which Mulatto Branch and Little Juniper Creek flow 
(Sanford Quadrangle). 

We also find several later John Nicholson grants in the Pocket 
area, which are not readily reconcilable to the 1850 Census information. 
These are as follows (copies enclosed): 

#3428: entered 30 Oct. 1846 and issued 27 Dec. 1847, for 50 acres on 
Long Branch of Raccoon Greek and on the Guif Road, joining John's - 
own land. (Note that Peter Nicholson worked on the road from Tyson's 
to the Gulf). 

#3636: entered 20 Sép. 1848 and issued 23 Sep. 1851, for 304 acres 
adjacent to Buffalo Church, joining John's own line. This is east 

of Raccoon Creek, on Sanford Quadrangle. 

#3720: entered 26 Aug. 1852 and issued 17 May 1853, for 80 acres on 
Long Branch of Raccoon Creek. / 

Note that a chain bearer for this last survey was David Baker, 
who was living in the house of 80-year-old John Nicholson in 1850. 
Thus this would seem to be the same John who obtained the grant of 
1818/19, despite the fact that he is not listed with any land in 1850. 
Thus we might expect that this John, who apparently died before 1860, 
did leave some kind of probate record. Original papers of such, if 


‘ they existed, are now lost. However, it might be of interest to examine 
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Court Minutes of the 1850's (which are incompletely preserved). 

In contrast, Duncan Nicholson seems to have lived further east, 
in what is Broadway Quadrangle. This map was unavailable at the 
supplier, but I have enclosed photostats. One of Duncan's entries 
of 1815 (#2294) was for 200 acres on Cares or Carrs Creek, which is 
on the eastern margin of Broadway Quadrangle. This flows into Upper 
Little River and was near Juniper Creek, where Daniel Nicholson made 
an entry in 1817. Duncan's other grant turns out to have been well 
to the east, at the border with Harnett Co. (then Cumberland). This 
grant (#2268) was on Falls and Dannelly Creek. According to the 
North Carolina Gazetteer, this eesex was originally called Donnellys, 
but is now Daniels Creek. This is on the northwest edge of Harnett 
Co., but its headwaters lie in Lee Co. Fall Creek is the next creek 
to the north in Lee Co., and if Duncan's grant was on the waters of 


both these creeks it was probably in the neighborhood of Juniper 
Springs Church. 


Duncan was thus the easternmost of the Nicholsons in the Lee 
Co. area. One of his grants was not far from some of the other 
Nicholsons there, but he was not adjacent to any of them either. 
Thus the land grants neither strengthen or weaken the case for Duncan 
as a possible son of Daniel Nicholson. Of course, the possibility 
renains that he was a cousin who arrived separately from Scotland. 
The grant on Dannelly Creek, joining Harnett Co., suggests that 
Cumberland Co. records should be considered. However, as I recollect, 
Mr. Hollingsworth seems to have done a pretty good job of investigating 
these (since I have returned your material it might be a good idea 
for you to send me a listing of just what has been searched there.) 


II. The 1840 and 1850 Censuses and Later Nicholsons of Moore and Lee 


The 1840 Census of Moore lists Alexander and John Nicholson (see 
copy). Note that John's age here is apparently given as 40-50 
(although there was an elderly female in the house), which does not 
match the age of the John listed in 1850, then 80 years old. (Although 
earlier Censuses do suggest the presence of two John Nicholsons there.) 

Now, in 1840 Alexander seems to have had a wife aged 30-40 and 
a son aged 5-10. Alexander died 29 April 1848, and his family is 
not readily identifiable on the 1850 Census, which I have rechecked. 
(In this year, besides the John aged 80, there is a Margaret Nicholson, 


aged 43 (copy enclosed). However, she had no son and one Nicholson 
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daughter, aged 13, which does not match either Nicholson household in 


1840.) 
In 1860 and later Censuses we find the family of a John L. Nichol- 


son, born ca. 1835. Possibly he could be the 5-10 year old son of 
Alexander listed in 1840, but I cannot account for him on the 1850 
Census. In 1860 (see copy), John L. was in the household of Lovedy 
Johnson, age 52, who had $500 real estate (I cannot locate her in 1850 


The Moore Marriage Register of 1851-1867 shows that John L. 


either). 
The 1870 


Nicholson and Frances Cole were married on 28 Jan. 1864. 
Census (see copy) then lists this couple with children in Pocket twp., 


again with Lovdy Johnson and also a William Murchison, 65, in the 


household. By 1880 John L. had died. However, the Census of that 


year (see copy) shows that Lovedy Johnson had been his mother, while 


William Murchison was an uncle. Thus (even though Lovedy is listed as 


single in 1880) it appears that John L.'s mother may have been a 
Lovedy Murchison, who married first a Nicholson and second a Johnson. 
Both the Murchisons and Coles were neighbors of the early Nicholsons 


in the Pocket Creek area. 
Since John L. might belong to our Nicholson group it would be 


of interest to try to contact his descendants. Unfortunately, it 


appears that they may not include any of the surname Nicholson, 


making them hard to locate. Widow Fannie Nicholson, daughter of 


Andrew Cole, died in West Pocket twp., Lee Co. on 7 March, 1930. 


She and John L. had the following children: 
George N., born Nov. 1864, listed in Pocket twp. on the 
1900 and 1910 Censuses. Married on 17 Jan. 1891 Anna Clark, 
aged 23. Issue, through 1910:

In the first report we noted the family of a Daniel Nicholson 


of Chatham Co. (born Scotland ca. 1770) whose wife was Christian 


(perhaps widow McQueen), born ca. 1781. It seems likely that this 


Daniel (probably also originally a Donald) was in some way related to 


the nearby Lee Go. Nicholsons. Interestingly, some of this man's 


descendants also seem to have moved to the Pocket Creek area of Lee 


Co. : 
We know that this Daniel was listed in Chatham Co. in 1850, 


An elder son seems likely to have been the Malcon 


without lands. 
Malcom is apparently 


Nicholson listed 5 houses away (copy enclosed). 
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buried in Lee Co. (dates 1813-1889, listed in WPA card index). A 
younger son of his may be the Duncan F. Nicholson, son of Malcom 
Nicholson and Miss Baker, who died in Greenwood twp., Lee Co. on 25 
Oct. 1928. 

The youngest son of Daniel (of Chatham) was John, born ca. 1823/4. 
In 1860 we find him living in the Pocket area, unmarried, with his 
mother Christian, and sisters Christian and Ann C. Nicholson. This 
was the John Nicholson who enlisted from Moore Co. at age 38 on 3 June 
1861 in Co. H, 26th Regt. He was discharged in Nov. 1862 "under 
provisions of the conscription act." 

Which ever Nicholson line they belong to, it would certainly be 
of interest to attempt to contact the Nicholsons still living in Lee 
Co., to see what traditions or records they may ‘preserve. The current 
telephone directory of Sanford, N.C. lists six Nicholson households 
(copy enclosed). I would suggest that you, rather than I, write to 
these, since my experience is that information is much more likely 
to be provided in response to a query from a cousin. (albeit unknown) 
of the same surname. 


TII. Moore Co. Court Records 


I have held off on much further inspection of the Moore Court 
of Pleas and Quarter Sessions Minutes, waiting response to our 
inquiry regarding War of 1812 Pension records. Having failed to 
receive this, I read the Minutes for May 1826 ~ Nov. 1829. These 
provide a number of references to the Nicholsons and Blackmans, but 
none that are very informative. In particular, I did not. find any 
mention of proof of deeds made by Duncan Nicholson, or other reference 
to him. The records do seem to further suggest the close connection 
between John and Alexander Nicholson. I noted the following:

It seems most likely that Daniel Nicholson Sr. died intestate be- 
tween 1815 and 1820, although this is by no means certain. If so, and 
if he left any property to divide, petitions to do so might be recorded 
in either the Fayetteville and/or Raleigh news weeklies. The vital 


records from the Raleigh newspapers have been thoroughly abstracted 
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through 1826 (and do not mention Daniel), but not the legal notices. 
The dominant weekly was the Raleigh Register, and pretty complete 

back issues of this are preserved on microfilm. It would be rather 
time consuming to plow through all of these for 1815-20 (although they 
usually published only 4 pages per weekly edition), but this may be a 
course worth pursuing. In contrast, back issues of Fayetteville's 
"Carolina Observer" are very poorly preserved. Only 9 weekly editions 
are available between 1816 and 1820, and I have che cked these. 


IV. Seottish Research 


Although you indicate that you do not wish to pursue additional 
Scottish research at this time, I had already reordered the Glenorchy 
and Inishail Register (previously abstracted through 1775). For 1775- 
1800 this contains the following McNicol records:

We note the numerous occurrences of the names Duncan and Donald 
here, as well as various other surnames found in the Moore area, 

Under my current hypothesis, we are most likely looking for a 
Donald (Daniel) McNicol, perhaps with wife Mary. In the period 1775- 
1784 we find at least six Donald NcNicol households in Glenorchy parish. 
However, the only Duncans noted as sons to these were the twin of Donald 
McNicol (of Brackley) and Ann McIntyre, born 15 June 1769, which seems 
too early, and Duncan, son of Donald McNicol of Ardleth, born 24 
Oct. 1784, which is probably too late + although we cannot really 
be sure of the date of our Duncan's birth from the Census information 
we have. We further do not seem to find the births of the other second 
generation Moore Co. Nicholsons recorded here, although again their 
birth years are imprecisely known. Two marriages however may be of 
interest. Most notably we find that Donald McNicol and Mary McVanguish 
were married on 18 Dec. 1775, which is about the right date for our 
Daniel (the only child recorded for this couple in Glenorchy is one 
with a rather illegible name born in Jan. 1779). We also note a 
marriage in Glenorchy: "1766, Feb. 6: Then were married Donald McNicol 
from Glenshira and Mary Gilbertson in Barran." Glenshira was in 
Inveraray parish, and banns for this marriage are noted there under 


date 16 Jan. 1766, I would suggest the possibility that Duncan's 
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father (Daniel? = Donald?) might have come from Glenorchy, but perhaps 
baptised his children in another parish, perhaps one where the records 
are lost. Certainly it would be worthwhile to check the Argyllshire 
Archives, particularly the sasines (land records) and probates for 
further clues (these are not available to me on microfilm). 

The Glenorchy records do show two Duncan McNicols born in 1777/78, 
which is the period we would expect for our Duncan. Your brother 
suggests that our Duncan was the son of Archibald McNicol and Mary 
Fletcher. Only two children are recorded for this couple in the 
Glenorchy register:

Although ordered in June, I have still not heard back from the 
National Archives regarding the War of 1812 pensions, nor have the 
checks I sent them been cashed. [I know that the Archives has grown 
extremely slow of late, due to budget cutbacks, but I am beginning 
to suspect that our order may have been mislaid. “I have therefore 
attempted to order these pension applications on microfilm loan as 
well (although the catalog reference is rather obscure), which will 
enable us to check other Nicholson. and Blackman pensions as well. 

Despite these frustrations, I have been able to make some progress, 

and specifically can now place Daniel Nicholson in Moore Co. by 1798. 
A break-through still eludes us, but various lines of investigation do 
remain to pursue. Among these I would suggest writing to the Nicholsons 
‘still in Lee Co., whose addresses are enclosed.

Nicholson and Blackman - Fifth Report 
Jonathan B. Butcher, 1/1984 


In the last report I mistakenly said that Moore Co. Court Minutes 
are lost from 1831 to 1841. Actually, they do not pick up again until 
1844, probably too late to be of use to us. I did continue a little 
further with these and checked the probates of deeds (only) for April 
1844 to Jan. 1847, in case Duncan had some deed proven well after the 
fact. Such was not found, but I did note in Jan. 1847 (p.438) a deed 
proven from John Nicholson to Benjamin G. Cole, witness Hugh Leach. 

Regarding the Blackmans, one useful clue seemed to be the state- 
ment that John Blackman had a sister Elizabeth (1784?-1811) who married 
Isaac Williams. The source of this is Ida Brooks Kellam's book. Un- 
fortunately, this may not be a useful clue. That is,.I find no Isaac 
Williams in Moore Co. on the 1800-1820 Censuses or the 1815 tax, but 
there was an Isaac Williams in Johnston Co. Thus it looks as though 
it may have been Elizabeth, known daughter of Col. William Blackman of 
Johnston, who married Isaac Williams ~- and the statement of relationship 
to John Blackman may be only Kellam's interpolation. 

Of course, we have noted several marriages of the Fordham and 
Williams families in Jones and Craven Counties. I have not however 
been able to identify the (second) husband of Tena (Fordham) Williams 
(whom I thought might have moved to Moore Co.). There.also are not 
any obvious Williams shown by the Census or deeds who moved from Jones 
to Moore Co. There were Benjamin Williams in both couties, but the 
one in Moore was already there while the one in Jones was still living 
in that county (1800). There was an Isaac Williams in Jones Co. who 
sold land in 1780. The surname is (of course) also found in Lenoir Co., 
but again no obvious connection to Moore, although there was a Nathaniel 
Williams in Lenoir in 1800 (but not 1810) and one in Moore in 1810 
(but not 1800). . 

I also wondered whether Tena Fordham's first husband may have 
been a Blackman rather than a Blackshear. Blackshear was a Jones Co. 
name, but an (incomplete) manuscript genealogy of the family at the 
N.C. State Library does not identify the Fordham marriage. I do note 
that the will of Alexander Blackshear Sr., 3 Oct. 1785, mentions his 
granddaughter Susanna Fordham... Thus I suspect that Alexander was the 
father of Mary, wife of Benjamin Fordham II. Finally, I checked 
available records of the Koonce family, but again found no Blackman 
connection.

Dear Frank, 


Here are all the documents I have on the NICHOLSON/WILKINSON as far 
back as I can go. 


I have let these two lines alone until now because I was working on the 
WHITTENs but I'm waiting on a microfilm to come in before I can pick them up 
again so I decided to try to do something with James Archie and Matilda Ann. 


Guess I'm going to have to order some soundex tapes to see if I can find 
them in Mississippi. 


The story goes, they got married in Meridian, Mississippi, had the two 
oldest girls there and then came to Texas. They supposedley got married either 
in 1864 or 1865 and then had the two kids and moved on. With my luck they will 
have left Mississippi before the 1870 census, since you couldn't find them and 
then played hopscotch all over the state of Texas. 


The paper I'm sending you with “THE FAMILY RECORD" on it came from the 
Funeral home. It's the only one like it I've ever seen that listed everything 
that way. 


I haven't really looked at any census films looking for these two people 
so I can't help you there. I do use the Mormon Family History Center here in 
Killeen but you have to order your film and wait for it to come in. For me, 
that is both a disadvantadge and an advantadge; I do have to wait for films 
but if I find something, someone will write it down for me, thread the machine 
and all of that so personally, I think I'd rather do my research here. It's 
a lot less hassle than being in a big library. There is usually no wait for 
a machine because they are not that busy and I am an Assistant Librarian so 
I can go in anytime I want because I do have my own keys. 


I didn't really recognize anyone on the AIS index but they do have a 15- 
20 % error factor. I wouldn't have recognized anyone since I don't know who 
his parents were but Matilda Ann WILKINSON's father's names was Henry and he 
placed her in Aunt Ann NICHOLSON's "Girls Acadamey" and she and James Archie 
grew up together and then got married. 


I see there is a Henry WILKERSON in Grenada County, Mississippi but they 
wouldn't have been living with her father in 1870 anyway so even if I've got 
the last name spelled wrong, I couldn't prove anything by going that route. 


Maybe I ought to order the 1880 Soundex for Texas and Mississippi just 
to see if they were still in Mississippi but I think they were in Texas by that 
time. All this is 'Family History' and I can't document anything. 


The FHC here has the AIS but its probably one they put out in 1988. I 
know we haven't gotten one in 1989. 


I appreciate everything you've done so far but where do I go from here? 


The Texas Soundex sounds like the best idea to me since I haven't found them on 
a census anywhere. Sincerely, Ronnie Whitten

You stated that lewis and Frances Strickland Hytto( who 
Lived in Perry Co.) had a daughter Jane who was supposed to have 
married a Nicholson, At that time I told you I knew off none, 


The letter I received recently wes from Patricia B. Duplichain, P.O, 
Pox 456, Springville, Utah 84663. In her letter she says a friend 

gave her my name and she wrote me asking for any help TI might te ahle 
to give her on Nicholsons. She says she has Nicholson connections in 
Wayne Co., Miss. She states her great grandmother was a Nicholson and 
that her great grandmother was the daughter of Daniel and Mary Jane 
Eytto Nicholson. I am going to write her and try to get more infor- 
mation and will try to help her if I can. I thonght you folks might 
want to write her, and knew you would te interested in the information. 


You remember writing me ahout finding the grave of Malcolm McSwain in 
Ferry Co.? IT have found a lot ahout MeSwains of Ferry Co. and the Malcolm 
you found was the son of the Malcolm McSwain in the papers IT sent you in 
which he was administrator with Margaret Nicholson of Peter Nicholson's 
estate, He was from Scotland and was in Marlhoro Co,, S.C, tefore come~ 
ing to Ferry Co., Miss. 


The records IT sent you ahout Peter Nicholson's estate seems to he the 
end of the line with my family. I have not teen ahle to find anything 
more. T an ahount ready give up the task. 


I did find something on one of my great grandfathers recently, A broken 
tomhstone was found recently in a £4é1d in Caddo Parish, la, The inscrip- 
tion was Peter Nicholson,M.D,, Born 5~17-1811, Died 11~20~-1847." Messed 
he the pure in heart for they shall see God." He was horn in S.C, and 
this was first time I had found when he was horn and the exact date of 
his death. IT knew he died ahout 1847 and was turied on his own land, 


TI have heen corresponding with a William Floyd Taylor of Memphis, Tenn. 
and Saturday I received a letter from him and he sent me a print of a 
picture of his grand mother and grand father. They were my great uncle 
and aunt. The prints were of pictures over a hundred years old. One of 
my great grand mothers was Candace Taylor, daughter of Sanders Taylor 
who was shown in Perry Ca, on your tax records, He was also one of the 
first Justices of Peace in 1820 when Perry Co. was formed.

I received your nice letter today and want to thank you for 
the information also I am glad to know you have printed the 
1831 to 1840 Perry Co. Tax Rolls. I am enclosing my check 
for a copy. 


You made a statement in the first part of your letter about 
Margaret Nicholson dying between 1835 and 1837 tax rolls. 

If that is correct, then I am in trouble in ny research. 

Have you found a statement that she died during this period 
or are you basing your statement on the fact that she dis- 
appeared from the tax rolls and that Angus showed an in- 
crease in acres for taxes in 1837 exactly the same as Margaret 
showed in 1835? 


I have so much evidence that I feel sure the Margaret Nich- 
olson and several of the others in Perry Co. are my family 
line, I am sending you a sheet that I have on them and may- 
be it will clarify the picture to some extent, 


As you know Danis] Nicholson and Alexander Nicholson were hoth 
given land grants in Jasper County in 1836 and 1835, Daniel 
and his wife, Candace Taylor Nicholson sold land in Jasper 
County in 1837. Daniel Nicholson and Candace Taylor were my 
great grandparents. I know thie beyond question. 


The Nicholson family began moving to La. in the late 1830s, 
I do not know just when. I have a land conveyance record of 
Peter Nicholson in 1839 in Caddo Parish, La., he was one of 
Margaret's sons. I have court house records dealing with 
Angus, Peter, Margaret, Daniel and both Rodericks in Caddo 
Parish, La.. They are all buried in Caddo Parish, La. 


You asked if Malcolm McSwain was Margaret's brother, I am 
not sure at this point but am inclined to believe he must be. 
I have a court record of a family meeting in Caddo Parish 

in which he was a member and signed the document. This was 
in the settlement of the estate of Daniel Nicholson and 
states he was a relative of the family. I have looked in the 
La. Census lists for Malcom but have been unable to find 
him. He may have visited in La. and gone back to Miss. where 
his family was located.

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I have not checked the 1820 census of Jackson County but will 
do so aS soon as possible. 


Sanders Taylor who was on the tax rolls for 1820-30 in Perry 
Co. was my great great grandfather. If you will notice the tax 
rolls you will see a number of Taylors and McDonalds. Most of 
the Taylors were related and were from N.C.. Alson Taylor 
married Elizabeth Nicholson and he is turied in Caddo Parish, 
in fact,in Roderick Nicholson's Family Cemetery. Roderich 
Nicholson married Mary Ann McDonald. I am of this general 
Nicholson line, my grand mother, my father and I were all born 
in Shreveport, Caddo Parish, La. 


On your Cemetery Records I wonder if you have any record of a 
Malcolm Nicholson, a Roland Nicholson or a Effie Nicholson 
Brantley? I have nothing on any of them except what is on the 
sheet I am enclosing. 


I must bring this to a close. let me thank you again for your 
help and if you learn anything new, please send the infor- 
mation to me. let me know ahout your other hooks when you 
have them ready, I might want a copy.

Peter Nicholson, a highlander from Scotland, horn about the year 1780, 
came to the United States ahout 1805. He was a widower with two mall 
sons. 


Margaret McSwain, also a highlander from Scotland, horn July 1, 1789, 
sailed from Scotland on the same vessel with Peter Nicholson. She was 
about sixteen years old at this time. They became acquainted on the 
ship and were married soon after reaching the States. 

They first settled on the Pearl River in lower Mississippi, near New 
Orleans, La. and lived there until after Peter Nicholson's death. He 
was drowned while crossing the Pearl River in a skiff. 


er his death 836, Margaret McSwain Nicholson with her nine 
children, moved to Caddo Parish in Louisiana, and here in the vivinity 


of the village of Summer Grove, about eight miles south of Shreveport, 
La., the sons homesteaded large tracts of land on which they built 
their permanent homes and raised their families. The stepsons evid- 
ently remained in Mississippi, as we have no record of them coming 
with the rest of the family. 


Margaret McSwain Nicholson, died in Caddo Parish in Louisiana, Oct.

Anna Maria Bethea md Morgan Giltert Brown — his father Morgan Brow 
was horn Jani, 1758 at Grassy Island, on Pee Dee river, Anson Co., 
N.C. he was son of Morgan Brow, md first Elizabeth Little, daughter 
of William Little, and second to Mary Ann Gordon, mother of Morgan 
Giltert Brown, was a Rev. soldier and prominent in the affairs of 
Cheraw Dist. and its offspring Marlhorough Co. and prior to 1800 re- 
moved to Montgomery Co., Tenn..

No, we wouldn't want Mama to linger on in that condition, and, 
bless her heart, she fought her heart trouble for so long, - and 
our consolation is that she has Daddy and many friends with her, 
and we can look forward to being together some day. I'm thankful 
for that. ; 


You wrote about the little new great grand-daughter and what a time 
her mother had! I'm sure that by now, they both are fine, and I'll 
bet the little one is a doll, much less the 18-months old! Isn't 

that a cute age? That was surely a strange thing, wasn't it? But 
young people adjust to situations so rapidly these days, and I'm 

sure she will be fine! Isn't it nice to have so many of your 

family so close? You should change the name of Gloster, to Burford!!! 
No, I doubt if old “rocking chair" will ever get you! Ha! I think 

it is lots more fun to be busy! 


I had a nice letter from Pauline, and you remember, I asked her 

to bring me up to date on her side of the family, but I know she 
is terribly busy, teaching, and having that operation, etc. - And, 
too, it is a problem to get her brother's family information, - 
perhaps they might not be interested, - but I have enjoyed working 
with this geneology so much!

do at the moment. When I hear from you, guess I will try to 
finish it and then will make some new copies and send you some. 
Okay? You can see (from the sample of my family listing, that 

I knocked it out in such a hurry, I even made mistakes on my own! 
But I found out that when babies are born in a hospital, they take 
on the address of the hospital! Fun, eh?) So-o-o 


I enclosed a real good picture of the family, thought you would 
like it. And two other pictures, ~ hope you knéw who they are. 
I hate to throw them out, if somebody wants them. -

I wish, if you feel like taking the time, xa perhaps later,/the 
list of the Hall family, coming down the line from your grandmother, 
and tieing all you girls and boys to the list. You don"t have to go 
to a lot of trouble, but I would love to have it. And I'1l make 
copies for your children, if you want. Later, they can add the 
younger members of the family to it, if they want. 


Well, know this seems quite disorganized, and it is, - but I hope 
you will take a little time and help me finish it! Ha! It has been 
fun, but I have other projects, too! Haven't we al1?? 


Thanks again, for all your past kindnesses, and let me hear from 
you when you have time.
